RAILROAD ASKS 
NEW HEARING 
Southern Pacific Appeals to 


Insists Sherman Act Does 
Not Apply | 


Separation W ould Create 
Untried Condition

WASHINGTON, July Zi. — Ex- 
ecution of the Supreme Court order 
requiring the Southern Pacific 
Company to divest itself of wonder- 
ship and control of the Central 
Pacific Railway, would give 
retroactive effect to the Sherman 
antitrust law and “create a new 
and untried condition” in the 
management of the two roads, ac- 
cording to a brief filed today in 
support of a petition for a rehear- 
ing of the case. 

Joint control and operation of 
the Southern and Central Pacific 
properties, counsel for the defend- 
ants contended, had been in effect 
long before the law was enacted 
under which the legality of such 
contro] finally was attacked. 

“If the present properties were 
disintegrated after fifty years of 
unified and uninterrupted opera- 
tion,” the brief said, “the effect 
would be to create two manage- 
ments where there has been but 
one since the origin of the prop- 
erties and also to create a new 
and untried condition which has 
no prototype.” 


ARE INTEGRAL PARTS 

Not only were the two roads 
“built, operated and controlled by 
the same persons, but the South- 
ern Pacific was constructed asa cons 
tinuation of the lines of the Cen- 
tral Pacific, and to prevent du- 
plication,” counsel argued, adding 
that the “builders proceeded upon 
the assumption that the lines 
would be operated together and 
through the fifty years of their 
existence the properties have never 
been other than a unified whole, 
made up of integral parts, the 
outcome of a normal, natural 
growth.” 

“It would be the trony ot fate. 
the brief continued, it it should 
turn out that the unified control of 
Stanf and his associates were 
destroyed by their stock sales“ (re- 
ferring to the transfer of Central 
Pacific stock, mostly to foreign in- 
vestors) “and then find that the 
restoration of this unified contro! 
by repurchase of the stock was 
illegal.” 

The brief objected to the use of 
the word combination“ in the 
opinion of the court, in reference 
to a “consolidation” of two “sys- 
tems,” insisting that the case pre- 
sented only “the building of in- 
tegral parts of a property.” 

CITE PRECEDENTS 

Numerous citations were given 
to support the alleged rights of the 
Central Pacific, as a California 
corporation, to lease its property 
to the Southern Pacific, free of re- 
striction by Federal statute, the 
contention being made that the 
lease was like many others made 
by California companies holging 
Federal franchises to construct and 
which... “have 
lenged from earliest 
times.“ j 

Declaring it was not the inten- 
tion of the Sherman law “to sub- 
vert titles vested before its pas- 
sage” the brief presented an ex- 
haustive argument to support the 
contention that the lease of the 
Central Pacific to the Southern 
Pacific was valid, made in 1385 
for a period of ninety-nine years, 
and that the arrangement could 
not be interfered with until the ex- 
piration of the lease. 


ASK TERMINAL RIGHTS 

It was also pointed out that the 
part of the opinion of the Supreme 
Court referring to the disposition 
of the terminals on San Francisco 
Bay should be modified or omitted, 
counsel objecting particularly to 
“the unified control” upon which 
it was asserted the court based its 
order for joint or common use of 
the property by the two companies. 
Counsel contended in this partic- 
ular that if the two systems are to 
be divorced the Central Pacific 
should not be recognized as having 
equitable rights in “mileage con- 
structed by the Southern Pacific 
in legitimate development of its 
own lines.” 

The court was requested in the 
event it would not hear argument 
why that portion of the opinion 
should be modified, that the ter- 
minal arrangements be excluded 
from the mandate when issued. 

ACTION IN OCTOBER 

No action on the petition will be 
taken unti ithe court meets in 
October. 

The petition further stated that 
the Sherman law should not be 
interpreted as requiring the dis- 
integration of railroad lines which 
in the fifty years of their history 
“have had a community of opera- 
tion through a single management 
of unbroken continuity.” All con- 
solidations, leases and conveyances 
of California companies, holding 
Federal franchises to construct and 
operate railways, were made up on 
the basis which prevailed in the 
Central Pacific leases, the petition 
asserted, “and have stood unchal- 
lenged from earliest times,” it 
stated. 

The Federal refunding commit- 
tee “was clearly clothed with au- 
thority,“ the petition continued, “to 
make a settlement calling for a 
guaranity by.the Southern Pacific 
predicated on its position as leasee, 
inasmuch as such a settlement was 
in line with what has always been 
regarded in Congress as practically 
indispensable to refunding.” 


ATTACK OPINION 


“The opinion of the court.” the 
petition said, “fails to do justice to 
the moral or legal aspects of

MAILS FIRST CHECKS 
APPROXIMATELY $90,000 BEING 
PAID TO EX-SOLDIERS FOR 
EDUCATION EXPENSE 


(BY A P. DAY WIRE) 

SACRAMENTO, July 81.—The 
first checks ever paid directly to 
beneficiaries under the Veterans’ 
Welfare Act, pasted at the last ses- 
sion of the Legislature, are being 
mailed out today from the office 
here of the State Welfare Board.

day. The possible production from 
other new drilling, such as at 
Huntington Beach and in Naval 
Reserves No. 1 and No. 2 in Kern 
county, is not included in the esti- 
mate. 


MUST STORE OIL 

“By the middle of September. 
at rates of consumption, which 
have obtained during the first six 
months of 1922, oil should be mov- 
ing into storage at the rate of at 
least 100,000 barrels daily. or over 
3,000,000 barrels per month.

000-barrel excesg will depend upon 
the rapidity of decline of flush 
production of new fields.

ADRIAN (Mich.) July 81.—All 
four candidates for the Republican 
nomination for Senator for Michi- 
gan appeared before the Farmers 
Auto Tourist Association at the 
farm of the late George B. Hor- 
ton at Fruitridge, twelve miles 
from this city, today.
